SAN FRANCISCO — When Tsutomu Umezu 
began printing meishis 20 years ago for local 
Japanese companies here, he thought his bilingual 
business cards would be just a modest side line to 
the Japanese-American newspaper he published. 

But as trade between the United States and 
Japan grew, so did the demand for meishis. Ume- 
zu now gets orders from U.S. companies around 
the country, including IT&T, Hewlett-Packard, 
General Electric and Bethlehem Steel. 

“I was surprised. I didn’t expect it to expand 
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so much,” he says. 

Umezu, general manager of the Nichi Bei 
Times, says he is the only meishi printer in the 
San Francisco Bay Area, but there are about a 
half dozen small firms in the Los Angeles area. 

While he doesn’t know exactly how large the- 
meishi trade has grown, he says business will. 
continue upwards. 

“As long as there are companies trading with 
Japan, they will need meishi,"’ Umezu concludes.

“The title printed on it must convey 
as accurately as possible the level of 
the person’s importance within his.or

“Small details of rank are mean--- 
ingful to the Japanese because“their 
society is extremely hierarchical.” 

-In Japan, present a business card by 
holding it with the print facing 
outwards, so that it reads the right way 
up to the recipient. If you can manage 
a slight bow at the same time, so much 
the better. 

In accepting a card from a Japanese, 
don’t just stuff it into your pocket — 
that would be regarded as insulting. 
Let the Japanese see ried study the 
card for a moment — although it isn’t 
necessary for a Westerner to go so far 
as to copy the Japanese practice of in- 
haling through the teeth as an indica- 
tion of polite approval. 

The exchange of cards proceeds 
from the highest to the lowest.in the 
hierarchy. However, since the hosts 
are expected to offer their cards first, 
the foreigner isn’t required to guess 
the pecking order. :

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‘Meishi’ Vital to Business Dealings in Japan

Like the American cowboy 
and his six-gun, the Japanese 
male seldom ventures out with- 
out the security of his business 
card. 3 

He is almost certain to need 
it. Every day in Japan, an esti- 
mated 10 million to 12 million of 
the 2-by-3 inch ‘‘meishi"’ are 
passed in precise ceremonial 
exchanges of bows that help 
glue this status-oriented society 
together. 


In receiving a card, a person 
learns the name, address and 
phone number of the other. 
More important, he learns his 
rank, making clear how this 
new acquaintance must be treat- 
.ed, what class of honorific 
words should be used, who is 
senior and who is junior. 

But the card is just as much 
for the giver’s benefit. In 
Japan, the link to a company or 
organization is a major source 
of self-esteem. The card 
abbreviates his identity in soci- 
ety, acting like a sort of printed 
security blanket. 

“People are.net much confi- 
dent: about: itoeives merely 
as themselves,”’ said Masahiro 
Yonemura, a Tokyo stationery 
store salesmen who helps 
customers order cards from 
close to 500 designs. ‘‘They cov- 
er this lack of confidence with a 
meishi.” © 


Foreigners never quite mas- 
ter the etiquette of meishi ex- 
change, no matter how many 


times they do it. Japanese often’ 


get it right only through formal 
instruction as company 


trainees. It is invariably con-* 
ducted first thing in a first. 


meeting. 

With one hand, the giver deft- 
ly produces from a pocket the 
special folder, often made of ex- 
pensive leather, in which cards 
are carried. With the other, he 
deals out one with a crisp little 
snap of the wrist, something 
like a casino dealer's. Simul- 
taneously, he calls out his name 
and makes a brief bow. 

It is bad form simply to pock- 
et a newly received card. You 
should study it for a moment 
with a furrowed look of interest. 
Any notes you want to scribble 
on it to help you remember the 
new acquaintance must wait 
until he is gone. The next time 
you meet him, you must not 
offer a card again, because that 
would mean you had forgotten 
him. 

To snub someone, you can 
take his card and offer none in 
return, without: explanation. 
Businessmen sometimes com- 
plain they get this treatment 
from bureaucrats. You have 
thus established that he is the 
inferior. 

Guides to doing business: in 
Japan invariably underline the 


folly of trying to get by without 
meéishi. Japan Air Lines even 
allows foreign executives to 
order cards from the airline in 
their home countries and pick 
them up on arrival at Tokyo's 
international airport: 

Economics commentator 
Takaharu Iwasaki several 
years ago tried, as a sociologi- 
cal experiment, to do without. It 
created confusion and suspicion 
at every turn. Factery-gate 
guards in particular, he re- 
called, eyed him with distrust. 
Now he carries one but it bears 
no title. “‘That creates many 
troubled expressions,” he says. 

Generally, the lower the rank, 
the more information on the 
card. A junior office worker's 
will lay out in encyclopedic de- 
tail where he stands in the 
bureaucratic heap: title, office, 
division, bureau, department, 
company. ; 

The cards have many side 
uses, too. The common way to 
send a written introduction is to 
write a few words on your 
meishi and give it to the person 
you are recommending. 

Such a meishi from a faction 
leader in the ruling Liberal- 
Democratic Party is worth sev- 
eral million yen to a politician, 
it is sometimes said, as the 
bearer is sure to collect that 
sum in contributions. 


If you are at a restaurant and 
_ find you have no money, all is 


not lost. Often you can leave 
your meishi with the cashier 
and make arrangements to pay 
later. 

In fact, a meishi carries much 
of the authority of an official 
identification card. 

‘Japanese people trust the 
meishi, especially if it carries a 
big title,’ said Yoshito Hori- 
guchi, president of the printing 
company Heiwado Inc. and life- 
time student of the business 
card's place in Japanese 
society. 

Since anyone can order any 
meishi and printers make no 
effort to verify their customers’ 
credentials, the custom is also 
custom-made for crime. 


By far the most celebrated 
example is the 1948 “Imperial 
Bank incident,” in which a man 
posing as a health official fatal- 
ly poisoned 12 employees of one 
of the bank’s branches'‘fn Tokyo 
and then robbed the safe. 

The murderer gained en- 
trance to the bank after closing 
hour by presenting a card iden- 
tifying him as Dr. Shigeru Ma- 
tsui. Later, a painter named 
Sadamichi Hirasawa wag:con-; 
victed of the murders ‘arid: arr 
important part of the evidence 
against him was that he had ex- 
changed cards with the real Dr. 
Matsui several months before 
the crime. Hirasawa is still 
fighting the verdict from Death 
Row in a Japanese prison.

Petty fraud is the more com- 
mon criminal application, 
however. Some years ago, taxis 
in Sapporo city offered to allow 
passengers to leave their 
meishi with the driver and pay 
later. It was discontinued after 
riders repeatedly handed over 
meishi they had collected dur- 
ing the day. 

Because of possible misuse, 
Japanese policemen are tight- 
fisted with their cards and often 
keep precise records of whom 
they give them to. And, like 
anti-counterfeiting measures 
for currency, many companies 
emboss the company logotype 
on employees’ cards, making 
them harder to imitate. 

Most uses, however, are total- 
ly above board. In every man’s 
life comes the time when he 
must give up the card. In some 
cases, fired employees ritually 
destroy each one to mark the 
separation, Those who make it 
to retirement often feel anxious 
about having no meishi in the 
pocket. 

Commentator Iwasaki 
advises people to get private 
meishi, with no title or com- 
pany, at around age 45 and get 
used to handing them out. 

“Use it in your community 
and try to establish yourself as 
yourself,’ he said. “If you start 
this habit at a certain age, you 
won't feel so lonely when you're 
no longer a company man.”

VINYL ALERT! 


Right now, without knowing it, 


How many business cards do you 
have filed away in plastic 
folio (filler) pages? 


Those clear plastic sheets, 
with compartments into which 
you. slide your cards for 
‘safe' filing or display, may 
be damaging, ruining or de- 
stroying your cards. Of all 
the products of this descrip- 
tion that are available on 
the market, the majority of 
them are made of vinyl. 


Vinyl plastic does not have 
ust one specific recipe. 
ifferent manufacturers make 

vinyl products with its in- 

gredients in varying pro- 
portions, and sometimes that 


causes problems. To keep the 
vinyl wupe te and pliable, an 
excess oO PVC (polyvinyl 
chloride), a_ thermoplastic 
resin, is added to the 


to bie oe just a lit- 
tle bit, sometimes a lot--and 
gradually, over time, PVC can 
destroy many of your cards. 


Not only does PVC keep vinyl 
pliable, but the excess of 
this chemical in some vinyl 
products attacks other kinds 
of plastic. Most business 
cards today are made of paper 
stock, but the vast majority 
of those cards have plastic 
as well. Theraographed busi- 
ness cards (with the raised 
letters) are printed with 
plastic-based inks, and most 
of these inks’ are made of 
materials that do not last 
very long when they are 
exposed to PVC. 


Polyvinyl chloride attacks 
these inks, makes them soft 
and gummy, then actually 
fuses them to the vinyl fil- 
ler page that is supposed to 
be protecting them. The PVC 
makes these cards stick to 
the filler age do and the inks 
run, causing the words to be 
unreadable. The cards inside 
the filler pages are ruined. 


Some poe ernoarapied cards 
are also at risk. Many flat- 
rinted cards, particularly 
hose that are colorful and 
have very creative designs, 
are often coated with a thin 
layer of varnish as a_pro- 
tectant. The varnish coats 
the printed surface of the 
card, and helps the very ex- 
ensive prin ing job last 
onger and show less wear. 


you may be destroying your cards. 


The varnishes used for this 
app Ui canon are also made of 
Pe astic, and are vulnerable 
o attack by PVC. In thi 
case, the solvent in the 
vinyl does not attack the 
printed letters, but instead 
damages the entire printed 
surface of the card. he 
results are disastrous.

There is a burgeoning sub- 
industry of manufacturers who 
make products for storing and 
filing the ever-growing num- 
ber of cards’ tha business- 
ada gd must deal with today. 
hese products range from 
rotary files to flip files, 
file boxes, erties card 
filers and plastic filler 
pages. As soon as the filler 
pages, made by reputable com- 
panies, appeared in the U.S. 
market, some foreign manufac- 
turers flooded the market 
with inferior, low-cost imi- 
tations that reek of PVC.

Whether you use plastic fil- 
ler pages to store your cards 
for business or hobby purpos- 
es, you would be well advised 
to avoid vinyl at all costs. 
Several manufacturers have 
become aware of the damaging 
effects of PVC on most busi- 
ness cards, and they have be- 
gun to offer similar products 
made of SAFE plastics such as 


pol ypropy (ene. which con- 
ains absolutely no chemicals 
that could harm cards, inks 


or varnish. These products 
are guaranteed to be free of 
acids, solvents and all other 
harmful chemical ingredients. 


After weeks of investigatin 
dozens of products and supply 
sources, one product seems to 
stand out. eee eee ene 
filler pages (C-LI Business 
Card Holders, #61217) take 
the prize for the BEST and 
and safest filler page filing 
system for standard-sized, 2 
by 3-1/2 inch, cards.

Exhibit Your Cards for Fun 4&.. 


A well-planned and well-designed public exhibit can help both 
your collection and the American Business Card Club G-R-O-W. 


Exhibit your business cards? 
Why: not? They are natural 
attention-getters, and anyone 
who has seen a well-planned 
business card exhibit can tell 
you that they can attract lots 
of public interest. You might 
even wind up in your local 
newspaper or on TV 


WHERE? Many public buildings 
have display facilities-- 
glass-enclosed cases that are 
erfect for safely displayin 
usiness cards--and the people 
in charge of booking the dis- 
plays are very eager to find 
new and different ideas for 
interesting exhibits. For the 
purpose of this article, let's 
consider public libraries. 


WHO? Contact a major library 
in your area, and talk with the 
individual who coordinates the 
ai eplee schedule. It might be 
best to make an appointment, at 
which time you may show exam- 
ples of the kinds of cards you 


would like to dislay--colorful,; 
unusual, odd-shaped (and others 
that stand out from al! the or- 


dinary cards people are so used 
to seeing each day) would be 
most helpful to you in selling 
your idea. 


WHAT? Almost any kind of spe- 
cialty or interest you pursue 
in your b/c collection can be 
adapted to an exhibit. Your 
display can be designed to at- 
tract viewers and arouse their 
interest in business cards. 


HOW? An effective and success- 
ful exhibit consists of more 
than just business cards. It 
contains creativity. Be sure 
to make the display varied and 
attractive--display some cards 
lying flat; others standing up. 
Vary the presentation by dis- 
playing some of the cards in- 
dividually, and others in small 
groups. Depending on the kinds 
of cards and the theme(s) of 
your display, you might include 
some "“props"--non-business-card 
items that are used to direct 
the viewers' focus and provide 
something more familiar they 
can immediately relate to. 


For example, if your exhibit is 
about collecting, you might in- 
clude some binders, boxes, or 

other containers you use to 
store and display your’ cards. 
If you are exhibiting celebrity 
cards, include several photos 


Besides being nope eine for viewers to 


can get you lots o 





as well. Foreign cards can be 
arranged around aé_e colorful 
world map. With politicians' 
cards, you might use photos, 
U.S. and/or state flags, news 
clippings, caricatures, etc. 
All these things will add 
variety and interest. 


Here are a few more ideas and 
tips to think about while you 
plan your exhibit: 


OProvide a container (box, 
etc.) for pete to drop in 
notes and business cards. 


OSome public libraries might 
provide assistance by mak- 
ing signs, labels and other 
Hones for an exhibit. 

sually, all you need to do 
is ask, and give them a list 
of your needs well enough in 
advance. 


OPrepare a sign with your ad- 
dress on it so that people 
can contact you. If you are 
interviewed for a newspaper 
article, be sure to anak Phe 
reporter if he would please 
include your mailing address 
tacked on at the and of the 
article. Sometimes you will 
receive mail for months or 
even years after the article 
appears. Also, other news- 
papers throughout the country 
may pick up and publish the 
article as well. 


ORemember to let viewers know 
that you are a member of the 
ABCC. If they want more in- 
formation about the Club, you 
could either provide it, or 
refer them to the President. 
When they join, you will re- 
ceive credit toward free 
membership dues. 


OAre the display cases locked? 
Does the library carry insur- 
ance to cover the contents of 
the cases? Use the answers 
to these questions to guide 
you in choosing which cards 
you feel comfortable in dis- 
Playing publicly. 


Finally, do not leave it en- 
tirely up to them (the librar- 
ians) to generate publicity. 
Make a few phone calls your- 
self, as he opening date 
approaches. Cal local news- 
ig eee radio and TV stations 
o let them know what your ex- 
hibit is all about--no later 
than the day before it opens.
